Choctaw is probably Natchez's first “transition house. students of historical
architecture agree, in that it uses both the Greek Revival style and the earlier Federal
style found at Rosalie. The doorway and interior millwork are Greek, while the fon
columns of the portico are Roman. The tympanic window in the gable of the portico
takes its oval shape from the Federal style. The mansion is constructed of stately red
brick with  stuccoed facade and graceful colums
On the interior, folding doors separate the short front hall from the two front
fooms..In the wider back hal, the stairs follow a curved wal to form a graceful oval as
they rse 10 the sccond floor and then 1o the finished attic room, The house also contins,
a full basement.
A replica of the original palisaded fence curves in a delicate pattern away from
the house. Restoration of the formal gardens is under way, based on plans from an 1864

The Mississippi Department of
Achives and History will join
Copiah-Lincoln Community Col-
lege and the National Park Service
10 produce the fifth annual Natchez
Literary Celebration in June 1994,
said celebration co-chairman Caro-
lyn Vance Smith of Natchez.
